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DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC ^112 

1. Claims 19, 21, 33, 35, 42, 44, 18, 20, 32, 34, and 43 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The original disclosure does not have support for "curved 
positioning notch does not cause loss of wafer structurable area for electronic 
components as recited in present claims 19, 21, 33, 35, 42, and 44 and "curved 
positioning notch does not divide the wafer into several section" as recited in 
present claims 18, 20, 32, 34, and 43. 

The form of the amendment filed 04/30/02 is improper because there is no 
underlining of new subject matters of newly added claims. See 37 CFR 
1.173(b)(2). 

The original patent has not been surrendered, nor is there a statement as to 
it being lost. 

2. Claims 14-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being improperly 
broadened in a reissue application made and sworn to by the assignee and not the 
patentee. A claim is broader in scope than the original claims if it contains within 
its scope any conceivable product or process which would have infringed the 
original patent. A claim is broadened if it is broader in any one respect even though 
it may be narrower in other respects. The limitations that a photoresist film is 
located in on the surface of the wafer and patterns are located on the surface of 
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the wafer as recited in present claims 14, 28, 42, and 43 are subject matters not 
covered by the patent claims 1-3.
